The Firſt Volume of Poiſtoptui's Works having 
been printed ſome time ſince by Stephen Curcellens, 
who had the Manuſcripts from Francis. Limborch, our 
PmlLir put forth a Second Volume in 1661, with an 
excellent Preface annexed to that of Poelemburgh, in 
which he has nobly defended the Reputation of Epi- 
ſcopius and the Remonſtrants, and filenced, as far as 
might be, the Slanders which were thrown upon it, 
In 1667 he was called to the Office of Preacher at 


Amſterdam, where, upon the Death of the' Learned 
Arnold Poelemburgh, who. had ſucceeded Curcellaus, 


the eloquent //aac Pontanus was choſen Paſtor of t 
ſame Churchz bur returning quickly after to the | 


Function of Preaching, for which he was wonderfully 


qualify'd, the Profeſſorſhip was given to Liunozcn, 
at firſt for a Year, and then for ever, upon the 19th 
of 4pril, 1668, an Employment he was peculiarly fit- 
ted to ſuſtainz and to this he intirely addreſſed his Stu- 
dies all his Life with uncommon Improvement and 
Advantage to the whole Society of the Remonſtrants.. 

Two Years after, he publiſhed ſeveral Sermons of 
Epiſcopius, which had yet t lain private among his Pa- 
pers.

Since che Shortneſs of Life permits us to W a 


clear Knowledge but of few things by our own Expe- 
rience, the Wie in all Ages have endeavoured to deviſe 
a Remedy for this Unhappinieſs, not only by compoſing 

Counſtls and Precepts drawn from Practice, but alſo 
by Relations of Events which 'befell our Anceſtors 


in 1 Times long ſince paſt; believing they might de 


able, by rhis Invention, to ſupply what was deficient 


in the Life of any particular Man, from the Variety of 


another's. And this Method of Inſtruction was, from 
a Greek word, called Z3fory, which fignifies'a Know- 
ledge arifing from Things either beheld or heard. It 
in praiſe of Hiftory : I ſhall 
only fay, it is juſtly reputed among thoſe Parts of Learn- 
ing, which are of daily and needful Uſe, and therefore 
ought to be principally eſteemed by them, who are 
perfuaded, that the greater Profit is to be choſen be- 
fore the leſs. And, in truth, there is no part of Li- 


terature which has been more cultivated, or has re- 


ceived more univerſal Applauſe both from the Learn- 


ed and the Unlearned: For a Man is never better 


ſatisfied, than when by reading the Virtues or Miſear-

And upon Teſtimonies of this nature, though net of 
equal weigbe, depends the Certainty of all the moſt 
important Hiſtories which are extant in any kind. 
It cannot be objected againſt the Chriſtian Hiſtory; 
that it was forged by the Apoſtles; for they could 
not propound from a Falſhood of this ſort any Profit 
or Advantage among the Jews, or Heathens, who 
were then in poſſeſſion of the Empire and Secular 
. Preferments, oppoſed them to the utmoſt, and ac- 
counted the Teachers of this Faith as impious and ir- 
religious Perſons z neither could Men illiterate and 
rude ſtrike out a Doctrine of the moſt conſummate 
Wiſdom, and which far excelled all the Inventions of 
Human Wit. They have not, like Plato and Xeno- 
phon, the Scholars of Sqcrates, publiſhed their Ma» 
ſter's Sayings and Actions in a beautiful and elegant 
Stile, or endeavoured to render them more credible 
by laboured Arguments and Reaſonings. But they 
have expreſſed themſelves nakedly, without the Or-

We ought, therefore, ſincerely to thank Almighty | 
| Gop, for maintaining, amidſt the Darkneſs of Hu- 
man Wit, the great and glorious Light he had kindled 
up in the World, Farther, thoſe ſacred Books were 
ſo widely diſperſed, copied. out by ſo many Hands, 
tranſlated into ſuch a variety of Languages, and read 
and repeated in ſuch a multitude of Aſſemblies, that it 
vas impoſſible they ſhould either be forgotten, or uni- 
verſally eorrupted by Agreement. If any Errors have 
ſlipped into particular Copies, by the Ignorance, the 
| Heedleſneſs or Fraud of Tranſeribers, yet the Har- 
mony of the Fathers, in their Quotations of Scripture, 
ſufficjently declares, that the Sum of the Chriſtian 
Faith has, in moſt Articles, always continued unde- 
| prayed. And hence it is, that the various Readings 
which have been, for ſome time, diligently extracted 
from ſo many Manuſcripts, Verſions, Expoſitors and 
Fathers, have introduced no new Doctrine into Chri- 
' ſtian Theology, nor any Fact of conſequence into our 
Hiſtory z but either contain the old Articles, or Facts 

which ſerve Ry to prove the Truth of the 
_ Goſpel. 
Mien of ill Princi ples, whoever they were, and 
whether of a greater or ſmaller Communion (for we 
meaſure not Truth by Numbers) have left nothing 

unattempted to make Doctrines pals for antient, which 
were never heard of in the Apoſtles Days z and, hav- 
ing no regard to the Apoſtolical Canon, to obliterate 
the Memory of the truly antient. By which Arts 
Chriſtianity has been reduced into extreme Danger of 
periſhing utterly z while they, who were called Chri- 

ſtians, contradicted and diſſerved it, through Impru-

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dence or Deſign. But even in this Particular the Di- 
vine Providence, without which Religion hid been 


loſt, is to be admired 5 which preſerving it in a ſur-

7. By Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory we ſee how an End was 


put to the antient Idolatry of the Heathens, in the Ro- 


man Empire. It was a thing in itſelf infinitely. abſurd, 
and had been long ſince exploded and laughed at by moſt 


Philoſophers, and the Roman Nobility no longer belie- 
ved it; yet the Solemnities continued to be performed 
in the wonted manner, out of reſpe& to Cuſtom and 


the Superſtition of the People, who were ſtrangely mo- 


ved with ſuch like Ceremonies, and the Auguries and 
Divinations leſt, if any Miſchance had happened, they 
Wen have im — it to the neglecting of the Old Reli-

Magiſtrates as guilty of Impiety. Therefore this ridi- 


culous Worſhip of the Gods was kept up by the Exam- 
ple and Authority of Princes and Rulers; bur it fell of 


its own accord, as ſoon as the Chriſtians obtained a 


Tooleration. For after Conflantine declared himſelf of 
that Faith, the Power of Chriſtianity immediately 
grew ſo ſtrong, that he proceeded to forbid Idolatry by 


Laws, as other Chriſtian Princes have done ſince. The 
ſuperſtitious Gentiles indeed were worthy to have the 
ſame Uſage returned upon them, which they had given 


the Chriſtians ;z. but it did not become Chriſtians to 


ſuppteſs Superſtition by Secular Authority and Edicts, 


when they had before triumphantly routed it by Rea» 


ſon; ſo that the Towns and Cities were aſhamed of it, 


and it was forced to take ſhelter in Villages, whence 
(from the Latin word Pagus, a Village) came the Ap- 


pellation of Pagans. I would not that our Brethren 


| ſhould have been upbraided with uſing Force in Mat- 


ters of Religion, againſt which they had largely and 


finely declaimed, while Idolatry flouriſhed. 


But before it was aboliſhed by the State, the Chri- 
ſtians compoſed a Body in the Roman Empire, by no 


means contemptible; upon the account of their diffuſive 
Charities, in relieving the Poor with Food and other 


Neceſſaries, and of the intimate Union which was be- 
tween them who aſſembled in one Church, and between 
the Churches themſelves, the Governors of which met 
together, and ordained by their Authority whatever was 
for the Intereſt of the Society.

ſtudious of Divine Learning, whom it does not im- 


port to know in Theological Doctrines the Senſe of 
the antient Chriſtians, both of them who immediately 
ſucceeded the Apoſtles, and of others who lived at a 
greater diſtance; and this is to be learnt from Ee- 
In human Affairs ſcarcely any 


clefiaſtical Hiſtory. 
thing is permanent; and Theology itſelf, which ought 


always to be the ſame, has had its Viciſſitudes. Chri- 


ſtians have departed leiſurely from the Original Truth, 


and the Primitive Simplicity of Doctrine, and have 


been toſſed to and fro by a Torrent of Human Diſpu- 


tations and Reaſonings, as by a Tempeſt. The old 
and genuine Precepts were gradually repealed, and 


others, new and ſpurious, were raſhly ſubſtituted in 


their ſtead. And, which is wonderful, it went fo far, 


that Chriſtians, who had been reproached at firſt by 
the Jews and Heathens with the Imputation of Vo- 


veliy, fell foul on themſelves, and mutually taxed each 


other with the ſame Accuſation; as I might prove by 
abundant Inſtances, if it were to my Purpoſe; but 1 


| ſhall only mention one, which is very proper at this 
time. There were formerly, as at preſent, Contro» 
verſies about Free-Will and Predeſtination. The Primi - 


tive Chriſtians earneſtly contended againſt the Mani» 
chees, and other Patrons of Neceſſity and Fate, that 
all Men had a Freedom of Will; ſo that they were

any Deerees of G op which reverſed this, or exclu- 


died any one from Eternal Salvation for the Fault of a- 


nother. This is evident from the firſt Apology of 
Juſtin Martyr, and the Pbilocalia of Origen, which 
conſiſts of Paſſages collected out of his Works by Ba- 
fil of Ceſarea, and Gregory Nazianzen, and carries the 


greater weight in it, becauſe it was appraved by the 


Judgment of thoſe two Divines, who were, without 
_ diſpute, the moſt learned of the Greek Church. I 
know it is vulgarly pretended that Origen was con- 
demned; but this was long after his Death, nor was 
it for theſe Opinions. The Greeks were always of the 
ſame Perſuaſion, even after Origen was cenfuredz and 
ſo were the Latins, before Auſtin of Hippo broached 


the contrary Doctrines for true, and planted them a- 


mong his Africans. Where now are they who object 
Novelty to this Opinion? Let them who preſume to 


make this Charge, be ſilent, or confeſs they have ne- 


ver read the firſt Chriſtian Authors. 

1 have not ſaid this, becauſe I would have other 
Writings beſide the Apoſtolical admitted for a Rule 
of Faith. Far be it from me to deſire that any Man 


ſhould be made equal in this Affair to CurisT, and 


his Apoſtles who were inſpired by the Holy Ghoſt: 
But they deſerve to be rebuked, who being them- 
ſelves Innovators, abſurdly impeach others of Innova- 
tion. However, to ſpeak my own Obſervations free- 
ly, I am convinced that no Chriſtian Society at this 
Day agrees in all things with the Fathers, either ſepa- 
rately or united in Council. Nor is there any Chri- 
>. {tian 


by their own Fault. They did not allow there were 
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ſtian Church, whatever ſome. may boaſt of ſuch 15 
Agreement, which would bear to ſubſcribe to the Fa» 


thers, if they were to hear their Opinions truly ex- 
plained; and this not only in Articles of leſs Conſe- 


quence, but alſo in ſome which ſeem moſt momentous. 
All modern Chriſtians have quite another Notion con- 
cerning the Sacred Trinity, than was maintained by 


the Church of the fourth Century. The Subtilties of | 
' , Philoſophers had led the Antients into an Error; but 


the Divine Simplicity of the Apoſtolical Canon re- 
covered Poſterity to the Truth, even without their 
Knowledge. 

7. Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory pives us to underfednd the 
Manners as well as the Doctrines of the antient Chri- 
ſtians. Unleſs we read it careleſly, or with Prejudice, 
we ſhall readily diſcern that the Founders of the Chri · 
ſtian Religion were ſhining Examples of all Virtues, - 
none like which are to be found in their Succeſſors; 
who, if I may be permitted to ſpeak the Truth, had 
more in them to be avoided, than to be followed. 
Vet there were good Men then, as there were alſo in 
the next Ages; but let us not deceive ourſelves, they 
were not much more numerous than at this Day. The 
Enemy of Human Kind, as our SA v IO ux foretold, 
who was inſtructed in future Events as well as every 
thing elſe by his Father, mingled a wild Plenty of 
Tares * among. the Evangelical W heat, while. they 
who ought to have watched, were lulled in a pro- 
found Slumber; and hence the Tares ſprung up in far 
greater Plenty than the wholeſome Grain. The Net

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of the esc of the Goſpel drew a 1 Multi- 
tude of + Fiſhes to Shore, but moſt of them were not 
' ſound: Nor ſhall: the Tares be ſeparated from the 
„ 2 nor the good Fiſhes from the bad, our Lons 
has appriſed us, till he who is to pronounce Sentence 
on the whole World ſhall appear ſrom Heaven to 
Judgment. If there is any thing in this which gives 
us occaſion to cenſure. Chriſtians, who ought to form 
their Manners according to the Holy Rule delivered 
them, it may alſo ſerve to eſtabliſh our Faith in 
CarisT, ſince we ſee the State of his Church in fu- 
ture Ages was not unknown to him. Therefore after 
the Premonition he has given us, let us not be ſurpriſed 
to ſee That come to paſs, which, if we conſider the 
Genius of the Chriſtian Religion, ought not to have 
happened: Thus it was of old, thus it is in our Time, 
and thus it vill be in ſucceeding Generations. 


EI Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory bad wie written as it 
mould have been, all the Advantages I have enumera- 
ted might have been obtained from it by every Reader 
without Difficulty or Hazard. Falſhood would have 
been ſo diſtinguiſhed from Truth, and Good from 
Evil, that it had been apprent at firſt View what 
we ſhould ſhun, and what we ſhould imitate. But it 
muſt be acknowledged that Hiſtorians have, either 
through Miſtake or Partiality, ſo blended Things cer- 
tain with uncertain, falſe with true, noxious with be- 
neficial, ſhameful with excellent, that a ſtrict Atten- 
tion and Judgment is neceſſary to prevent their infu- 
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Mew, as I promiſed. at the beginning. Hp. 
5 E 11. And principally, the Apoſtol: lo 
New Teſtament being excepted, we thc 
| Antients only with a Deſign to know their Opinions 


and Manners, as if we were no way concerned in 


them; and not to ſee how they ought to have thought 


and ated according to our Sentiments. And before 
we paſs Judgment upon them, we ſhould conſider 
their Learning, and the Sanctity of their Lives. And 
when theſe Particulars are well determined, and not” 
ſooner, we may ſafely make a Concluſion concerning 
the Men. But if our Judgment anticipates our 
Knowledge, we ſhall ſeem to diſcover in them what 


they ſhould have maintained, and not what they real» 
ly held; and we ſhall pervert their Meaning and Ac- 
tions, in order to contemplate in them the Concep- 
tions we had taken up before. If we conclude that 


the Followers of the Apoſtles, and their Succefſors, 


muſt have been Perſons of Learning, and that they 
agree with us, who believe our ſelves not to be miſta- 


ken: If we take it for granted they were ſingularly 


pious and devour z then, according to the Meaſure of 


our own Learning and Probity, we ſhall have every 
where before our Eyes Men of Learning, Judgment 


and Religion, even where there are.none. 


They who are of the Roman Church i imagine they 
diſcern their Do&rines, Conſtitutions and Practices, 
even as early as in the third Century; but, on the 
contrary, they who have ſeparated from her, be they 


more or fewer, find as eaſily the Opinions and

It is ſuppoſed, 
you'll ſay, that he who takes their Works into his 
Hands, is already perfect enough in Greek and Latin 
to read the Fathers in either Tongue. I grant it; 
yet beſides the vulgar Uſe of thoſe Languages, which 
is common to all who have written in them, there is 


an Eccleſiaſtical Diale&, as I may fay, conſiſting vf 


Words and Forms of Expreſſion, which are familiar 
to the antient Chriftians, but never occur in purer 
Authors; large Collections of which are made by fe- 
veral | learned Men. Unleſs: theſe Peculiarities of 
Terms and Phraſes are juſtly regarded, many things in 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory will not be underſtood, and we 
| ſhall ſcem to underſtand others, which we really miſe 
apprehend. =» 

We may here, indeed, ſerve our ſelves of the La- 
bours of the Learned i in this Kind, which we ſhould, 
by all means, call in to our Aid; but to uſe them 
rightly, it will coſt us much Time and Exerciſe, nor 
ſhall we till after long Practice be able to act without 
them, and underſtand the Eccleſiaſtical Writers of 
our ſelves. Beſides, theſe Collections, like all Books 
of 1 nature, have K Defects, which can't

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be ſupplied without great Study and Düne avi # 
few obtain ſuch a Degree of Eccleſiaſtical Learning, 

as to venture to be wiſer than the: reſt. And though 
a reaſonable Allowance in this Caſe is to be made, yet 
there are, after all, ſeveral. Teſtimonies of Eccleſiaſti - 
cal Antiquity cited every Day, which can never be 
| underſtood without ſome Study of thoſe Subjects. If 
there happens to be a Paſſage in an antient Writer, 


which is controverted at preſent among differing Par- 


ties of Chriſtians, as there are many ſuch; can any 
one ſafely make a Judgment of it, without ſome 
Knowledge of the Eccleſiaſtical Stile? No certain- 
ly; nor will any ſenſible Nan, 1 believe, be: of ano» 
ther Opinion. 


3. To this we muſt farther add the Knowledge of 
the Philoſophy which obtained among the Chriſtians 
for ſome Ages. For this is abſolutely neceſſary to our 
underſtanding their Theology, which did not long 
continue, as it ought to have done, in the Primitive 
Apoſtolical Simplicity, by which even illiterate Per- 
ſons were able to underſtand the Syſtem of Chriſtian' 
Divinity, and teach it to others. The Divine Doctrine 
was adulterated among the Antients, as well as in the 
Ages juſt above us, with Philoſophical Dogmas and. 
Terms; which, unleſs they are underſtood, render the 
Theology altogether dubious and obſcure. The Pla» 
tonick Scheme was admired by the firſt Chriſtians a- 
bove all others, not only as it ſtood originally in the 
Works of Plato himſelf, but even in that Form of it 
to which 'twas afterwards reduced, which was full of 
confuſed and difficult Queſtions, and uncertain Ex» 
preſlions z a —_— of this we have in Photinus a 
Platoniſi, 


Plitonift, who: lived in the third Age. As no Man 


can underſtand the School -Divines who flouriſhed ü 


or ſeven hundred Years ſince, unleſs he is tolerably 
skilled in the Ariſtotelian Philoſophy, as it then poſ- 
ſoeſſed the Schools; ſo it is impoſſible to underſtand 
the Fathers of the four or five firſt Centuries,” without 


' — ſome Knowledge of the Platonick. Origen, "who was 


paſſionately pleaſed with it, and was in great Reputa» 
tion over all the Zaf, not only before his Condemna- 
tion, but even after his Memory had received that 
Blemiſh, occaſioned Chriſtian Theology by his Exam- 
ple, to be conformed to this Philoſophical Plan. And 
hence, in order to underſtand the Divines of thoſe 
Ages, it is neceſſary we, ſome way or other, become 
Maſters of the Platonict Philoſophy, both with reſpe& 
to Things themſelves, and to the Stile which the Ule 


of it has introduced. | 
I will illuſtrate this with one celebrated ien 


No Controverſy was ever agitated with greater Heat, 


than that between the Council of Nice and the Arians, 
concerning the Divinity of the Father and the Son. 
The whole Chriſtian World engaged in the Diſpute, 


and innumerable Volumes were written, a multitude 


of which are ſtill extant, The Creek and Latin Fa- 


thers, though purſuing another Subje&, yet always 
take occaſion to deliver their Opinion of this Points 


The Members of the Synod, as every one knows, con-

be denied. Away now with them who ſeek for 4 


Rule of Faith, in the Harmony of the Fathers, and 
glory that they agree with them in this Article! 
4. Unleſs we are willing to be deceived in Hiſtori- 
cal Facts, or at leaſt to be in continual danger of miſe 
taking, we ſhould not haſtily give credit to any Au- 
thor. Affection and Prejudice betray'd Men into Er- 
rors, no leſs formerly than now, as is clear from thoſe 
Writings which have outlived the Ruins of Time; 


wherein we ſee ſuch Bitterneſs and Anger, and ſuch 


invenom'd Reproaches between thoſe of diffcring Opi- 


nions, that more abuſive and furious cannot be found _ 


among the Moderns. They who fide with the Church 


of Rome would not have us believe them concerning 


their Doctrines, who have ſeparated from her, whom 
they are perpetually upbraiding with Partiality and

To 
neither; but let us examine into Things, which alone 
can be a Foundation for our Belief. That which is 
built only on the Teſtimony of an Adverſary we ſhould 
leave in Suſpence, and not think any Particular ſuffi- 
ciently evident which does not appear from things 
themſelves, And thus let us act towards the Antients, 
and with greater Caution, becauſe we have often no- 
thing concerning the condemned Party remaining, be- 
ſides the Teſtimonies of their Enemies. If we will not 
allow what the Side which overcame by the number 
of Voices, reports of the Vanquiſhed with Partiality, 
to be wholly falſe; yet at leaſt let us not raſhly con- 
clude it is true. Bur the Victors, ſay Some, were the 
Party whoſe Opinion was the right. I will not ſay 
this is frequently uncertain, but I ask, Whether they 
who are in the right always behave themſelves well, 
and contend for Truth ? And again, whether the Er- 
roneous are always in a Fault, and neither do nor fay - 
any thing juſtly? No wiſe and honeſt Man will de- 
ny, that there are too many lying and bad Perſons on 
both Sides: Therefore let them who are of the right 
Opinion, not be diſpleaſed if we leave their Teſtimo- 
nies undetermined, when we are able to form no cer- 
tain Concluſion from the Matter itſelf,
